POINT REYES NATIONAL 
SEASHORE” and “A DAY AT 
AUDUBON CANYON RANCH” 


“AN ISLAND IN TIME” was made by Laurel 
Reynolds and Mindy Willis to gain public support 
for the federal acquisition of the Point Reyes Penin- 
sula as a National Seashore. It is credited with having 
influenced members of Congress to establish the 
Park, its initial presentation having been made to the 
Congressional Committee studying the project. The 
film, which has recently been revised and brought 
up-to-date chronologically is a revelation of the 
beauty, interest, and recreational possibilities that 
exist at Point Reyes. 

Because of its superb photography, its moving nar- 
ration, and beautiful musical score, this film has 
been described as “a picture poem, rare and com- 
pelling.” Mrs. Reynolds, happily well-known to the 
membership, will introduce the film and give a brief 
history of the Park since its establishment by Act of 
Congress in 1962. 

“A DAY AT AUDUBON CANYON RANCH” 
is by the same film production team and a fine ex- 
ample of “ecology in action.” Less than ten years 
ago, the Ranch was only a hope in the minds of two 
Audubon Society members, Dr. Martin Griffin and 
Mr. William S. Picher. Now it is a Nature Study 
Center and a Wildlife Sanctuary of over eight hun- 
dred acres, owned and operated by three Bay Area 
Audubon Societies. The film shows three receptive 
children, Kathy, Anne and Jill, spending a day at 
the Ranch, enjoying outdoor adventures, learning in 
a delightful way the ecology of the area. They see at 
close range the rookery of American egrets and great 


blue heron nesting high in the branches of redwoods; 
the amazing variety of life on Bolinas lagoon; a rest- 
ing and feeding site for wildlife on the Pacific flyway 
— black brant, ruddy ducks, dowitchers, and sand- 
pipers; and the beauty to be found along cool canyon 
streams, forested ridges, and flower-covered slopes. 
Mr. Picher will introduce this film. 

Both films were narrated by Richard Moore, Presi- 
dent of KQED. Phyllida Ashley provided the music.

is justifiably proud of some 200 colorful fishes and 
invertebrates now on glittering display, the result of 
a ten-day collecting excursion to the offshore islands 
near La Paz in the Gulf of California. The trip, an 
annual event, was spear-headed by Les Gunther, 
aided and abetted by Jeff Meyer, both long-time 


Academy members with an avid interest in diving 
and collecting specimens for Steinhart. Eighteen div- 
ers were in the party which included marine aquarist 
Lloyd Gomez representing the Aquarium’s profes- 
sional staff. The collectors worked off Richard 
Adcock’s Marisla. 


The most outstanding new addition and now on 
display (the first in decades) is a golden grouper, 
18” long and a brilliant pure yellow. Sharing his 
Tank #16 are six giant jawfish, one of which is 14” 
in length. Notable also in Tank #103 is a potpourri 
of many kinds of aquatic life and in Tank #105 
you'll find a half-dozen tail-burrowing garden eels. 
All are well worth your attention.

Pease MAKE A NOTE on your 
calendar that the Academy will join with the Uni- 
versity of California Extension in presenting a week- 
end lecture program October 2-4 titled “Giants of 
the Sea: Whales, Seals and Other Marine Mammals.” 
Associate Director of the Academy, Dr. Robert T. 
Orr, will be program chairman, and Dr. A. Starker 
Leopold, President of the Academy and Professor 
of Forestry and Conservation at UC, will serve as 
faculty adviser. 

The program is planned as a study of major 
marine mammals and some of their fresh-water rela- 


tives, with emphasis on those along the Pacific Coast. 
Noted scientists involved in varied aspects of marine 
research will discuss the physiology of deep diving, 
communicating, migrating, reproducing, and the 
training of whales and porpoises. It will accent con- 
servation and marine mammals threatened with ex- 
tinction. 

The Saturday morning session will be held at Stein- 
hart Aquarium; other meetings in the Friday-evening- 
through-Sunday-afternoon program will be at the 
University Extension in San Francisco and at Marine 
World in Redwood City.
